Long Note Sent to the War Secretary 
by Roosevelt Which Is Filled With 
Praise of the Outgoing Official’s 
Service to the Country in Connec- 
tion With Army Affairs. 


WILLIAM H. TAFT OF OHIO 
WILL ENTER THE CAINET. 


Root’s Retirement Will Take Place 
~Probably in January—Text of the 
Official Correspondence Given Out 


at Oyster Bay. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., Aug. 25.—Secretary 
Root, under date of Aug. 19, presented his 
refignation formally to the President. "Lhe 
resignation was accepted by the President 
with the understanding that Mr. Root con- 
tinue as secretary of war at least until 
Jan. 1. 

Governor-General] William H. Taft of the 
Philippines will succeed Secretary Root as 
secretary of war. 

Presidént Roosevelt today authorized the 
following statement: 

“The President some months ago ten- 
dered the secretaryship of war to Judge 
Taft and at thet time it was arranged that 
he would succeed Secretary Root. Secre- 
tary Root will get out of his office some 
time in January and Judge Taft will as- 
fume the duties of the office shortly after- 
Wward.”’ 

The President also authorized the publi- 
cation of the correspondence betweenn him 
and Secretary Root concerning the latter's 
resignation. In full, the correspondence 
follows: 

"Dear! Mr. President: You have been 
@ood to assent to the sufficiency of the 
reasons for which I have wished to re- 
tire to private life as soon as practi- 
cable after the establishment of the gen- 
éral staff of the army and the comple- 
tion of my full four years of service as 
Secretary of war. While it under- 
stooc that you will probably not arrange 
to fill the office as you wish before the 
end of the year and that I am to remain 
.in office in the meantime, it is probable 
that you will be ready to send a name 
to the Senate in November or December 


and before you do so my _ resignation 
would be in your hands. I find myself 
on the eve of sailing for Englana to 
Attend the sessions of the Alaska boun- 
dary tribunal, quite unable to judge haw 
Many months I shall be kept away from 
this country, and 1 therefore now tender 
my resignation of the office of secreiary 
of war to take effect upon the appoint- 
ment and qualification of my succes- 
I shall carry with mes unabated 
to your administration, confi- 
in the sound conservatism «and 
patriotic unselfishness of your policy and 
enduring gratitude for the kindness and 
consideration with which your triend- 
ship has honored me. I shail not cease 
to appreciate the sympathy and loyalty 
to President McKinley with which you 
took and carried on his work-—anid I 
shall always be happy to have been a 
part of the administration directed by 
your sincere and rugged adherence to 
right and devotion to the true interests 
of the country.

On Aug. 22, 1851-50 years ago-—the 
yacht America won the cup which the 
yachtsemen of Great Britain have ever since 
been striving to take back to British wa- 
ters. 

The cup has little Intrinsic value. It ts 
of solff silver, and stands 24 inches high, 
weighing” fbout 100 ounces, 

The America was built by George Steers 
of New York, and Commodore Stevens was 
her commander. 

Since then there have been 12 interna- 
tional yacht races—Briton vs. American. 
Each race was for the America’s cup, and 
in each case the Briton has been defeated, 
The challengers have spent at least §2,- 
000,000 in their 10 attempts to regain the 
cup up to 1003, and Sir Thomas Lipton 
spent fully $2.000.000 trying to ‘‘lift the 
cup’’ with the two Shamrocks, so that the 
grand total of dollare actually spent in 
racing for the greatest yacht-racing trophy 
in the world is $4,000,000, not counting the 
cost of the coming race. 

The prize is well worth all the money 
and strenuous effort put forth for its cap- 
ture and defense, for it is emblematic of 
the seagoing championship of the world. 
In addition to the vast sum actually spent 
in contests for the cup. at least $4,000,000 
has been spent bs lovers of the royal 
sport in witnessing the races, so that this 
great championship has involved from fret 
to last an expenditure of almost §10,000,- 
000.

BETTING READY FOR THE RACE 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The prospects 
for anothér good contest between Re- 
liance and Shamrock III today were fa- 
vorable at 7 o'clock. A fine seven-knot 
breeze was blowing out of the South- 
east, the sea was fairly smooth and the 
horizon clear for many miles. Contrary 
to the predictions of some of the other 
weather prophets alongshore, the east- 
erly breeze which blew nearly all day 
yesterday and which shifted towards the 
south at night, did not drop away com- 
pletely, but continued threughout the 
night and was still blowing at a five 
or six knot gait dt dawn this morning. 

Four hours before the time set for the 
start it had increased to about seven or 
eight Knots and there was every indi- 
cation that it would hold throughout 
the day, giving the yachts, and especial- 
ly the Shamrock, every opportunity to 
prove their worth over the 30 miles’ tri- 
angular course, which, according to the 
program, must be sailed in the contest 
between the boats.

Tel-Toruahim was s 
wr for Muangheir, wit hthe same re-

NEW YORK, Aug. 2%.—After more than 
three yeurs of prevaration and effort, and 
the expenditure of more tthun $6000, a plan 
for the excavation of Ur of the Chaldees 
and other places in Babylonia by American 
explorers has been formally abandoned be- 
cause the Turkish government will not 
grant permisdion to American citizens to 
do the work. 

In a letter to subscribers to the Ur expe- 
dition, the Rev. Dr. John P. Peters, chair- 
man of the advisory board, says: 

“On June 19, 190, an application was 
made for an irede to excavate Ma eir 
Ur of the Chaldees and Nawawis nb in 
chose proximity to southern Babylonia, a 
the required topographical map was sub 
mitted with this application. 

“The application’ was in all respects | 
conformity with the law of the Turkish em- 
pire governing excavations. 

“No permission tu excavate has been ob- 
tained, nor has any satisfactory reason 
been given for the failure to gramt such 
permission. Later, at the su@estion of the 
Turkish authorities. Tel-Thorahim was suh- 
een for Manghetir. wit hthe same re- 
suit. , 

“Dr. Edwar J. Banks. the director of the 
expedition. has heen in Constantinople 
since Jamuary 17, 1991, earnestly pressing the 
Turkish government, with the co-operation 
of the United States legation, for permissfon 
to excavate.’

“Hundreds of houses still stand tg ruins, 
unroofed years ago by the ‘crowbar bri- 
gade." When the tenants could not pay, 
the English landlords, usually with the 
issistance of British soldiers, evicted them 
and dismantled the houses. But the Land 
League and its members came to the ald of 
their fellow countrymen. Crude houses 
were built on the roadsides by the neigh- 
bors of the evicted people, to shelter them. 


Hundreds of families are still living in this 
way, awaiting the time when they will be 
restcred to the lands they once tilled, bu* 
which are now barren. 
“Though I did not see King Edward 
on his trip through the island, I could 
observe the feelings with which the peo- 
ple regard his visit. They pelleve that 
the King was partially responsible tor 
the land bill and that he is kindly dis- 
posed toward Ireland, at least more so 
than his mother was. Edward was re- 
ceived gracefully wherever he went. If 
the posene had not thought as they did, 
the King would have had a hard jovr- 


ney. 

“There is not a doubt that England 
has dwarfed Ireland and an American 
can see it at a glance. The government 
is not overpleased when Americans talk 
of their ered! and its advantages to 
the Irish people. Yet Irish-Americans 
have sent millions of dollars back to 
the old country, and not a cent of it 
ta to the people, but to the land- 
orda. 

“The hospitality of the Irish people to 
Americans I have never seen equaled. 
They would ‘kill you with kindness.’ 
When we reached Mr. O’Brien’s home, 
in Parish Cree, County Clare, every one 
from all the country round came to visit 
us. They were nervously anxious to 
hear about our country and the Fair. A 
band of 20 pees received us and sev- 
eral hundred people. As is the custom, 
every evening people came to visit wu 
and would pass the time in singing an 
dancing. very evening brought differ- 
ent people. The conduct of the children 
was beautiful. They possessed the 
Sreatest modesty and respect for their 
elders. When questioned they alway 
answer politely, in modulated tones an 
modest manner. At the entertainments 
the children come, too, and sit in silent 
rows, looking on, unless they are ad- 
dressed. They are as quiet as little 
Statues. 

“IT saw a school dismissed, with 600 or 
600 boys and girls, and there was no 
boisterous noise or racket.

Dam. 


SANITARY TRUSTEES ASK BIDS 


Work Will Duplicate the Dynamic 
Storage of the Force of Ni- 
agra’s Torrent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—Plans for “putting 
jn harness’’ the immense water power of | 
the Chicago sanitary canal at its termina. | 
tion in Lockport and Joljet are perfected | 
by the engineering department of the, 
drainage board and have received the ap- | 
proval of the board’s engineer‘ng com- | 


inittce. Bids for the work have been | 


advertised for and will be received Oct, 7. | 
The plans were prepared by Chief Engi- | 
neer Isham Randolph and Special Engi- | 
neer Albert 8. Crane and involve an ex- 
penditure of $2,700,000. 

In Geveloping the water power of the 
‘sanitary canal the ‘board of drainage 
trustees is carrying out a policy that has 
been contemplated simce the inception of 
the great engineering scheme designed to 
give Chicago an adquate supply of pure 
water. It is a sequel to the successful 
construction work on the great drainage 
channel now connecting Lake Michigan 
with the Missisesippl river and the Gulf 


of Mexico. 

An extension of the present channel] for 
a mile and one-eighth south of the con- 
trolling dam at Lockport is the only por- 
tion of the new work calling for bids in 
the board's advertisements. At a later 
date the contracts will be advertised for 
the construction of a mammoth power 
house at the southern end of the exten- 
sion channel. Thus the site of the power 
plant will be on the sanitary district's 
right of way between Lockport and Joliet, 
over a mile to the south of the Lockport 
controlling works and the bear-trap dam. 


Work Must Be 


Done in Two Years. 

In the specifications it ‘s provided that 
the entire work of digging and clearing 
the new channel shall be completed with- 
i two years after the award of the con- 
tract. A penal clause in the specifications 
provides that a fine of $200 a day shall 
be paid by the contractor for failure to 
complete the work within the time Imit 
of two years. 

Development of 30,000 horse power is pro- 
evided for in the plans. This is the full de- 
velopment of the canal’s potential water 
power between Lockport and Joliet. Be- 
low Joliet is a further quota of water pow- 
er, but the erection by the board of a 
power plant in the Joliet district depends 
upon the outcome of pending litigation. be- 
tweeen the sanitary truetees and the Gay- 
lord Water Power Syndicate. 

In the development of the power at Lock- 
port the feats of engineering will duplicate 
in many respects the harnessing of Niagarn 
Falls for transmission of electric power to 
sundry points in New York and New Eng- 
land enda Canada. Chief Engineer Ran- 
dolph is familiar with all the details of 
the engineering problems in hand, dDeing the 
consulting engineer for one of the power 
develonment companies that have succeeded 
in utilizing Niagara's vast water power for 
business plans of tremendous magnitude. 
No less qualified for the work is Engineer 
Crane, a noted specialist in hydraulic nai: 
neering. who succeeded in solving the diffi” 
cult problems connected with the develop- 
ment of the water power at the falls of 
Sauit Ste. Marte. 


How Power Will 


Be Generated. 

For the extension channel a great exca- 
vation two miles long and 140 feet wide will 
have to be made through hard rock. Mid- 
way in this two-mile cut an artificial water 
fall will be coanstructed. Here the mani- 
moth hydraulic and electric machinery will 
catch the rushing waters as they fall. It is 
i fall that the power to be utilized re- 
sides. 

Weight and momentum of the failing wa- 
etrs are the factors that muke the power, 
which wer is to he caught, as it were, in 
its flight, converted into electrical energy 
and transmitted over wires and through 
storage batteries and dynamos for the turn- 
ing of giant wheels in factories or for the 
lighting of streets or the lighting and heat- 
ing of residences or other bull! s. That 
is what has been done with Niagara's 
mighty power and that is what the plans 
just comrieted are to do with the water 
ahold of Chicago's $46,000,000 drainage 
canal.

General Agreement Among All the 
Leagues Will Revise the System 
of “Farming Out” Men. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 25.—Delegates 
from the National, American and minor 
baseball leagues went into session here 
today to draft an agreement under which 
all the baseball leagues of the country will 
act. 

The agreement will be virtually that 
which existed before the American broke 
away from the domination of the National, 
except in relation to the specification as to 
farming (players. 

It is believed that the result of the meet- 
ing will be the abolition of this feature of 
the old document. Instead it will be ar- 
ranged that the major league pay minor 
leagues for their players. 

This will be done in three installments, 
according to the proposition now being 
considered. One third at the time of the 
purchase; one-third when the player re- 
ports to his new owners; and the remaining 
third when he ‘‘makes good,” that is, 


when he {fs considered sufficiently strong 
= ne a member of the purchas‘tng 
cluD. 

Jf he fails and the buyers do not want 
him, he is to be returned to his original 
owners without payment of the third 
portion. 

A player under the new system, it is 
believed, will have another advantage in 
that he cannot be sent to a club unless 
he desires to go. If a club owner does not 
want to hold a player he must give him 
his release.

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NAPOLIS RULES 
ARE VERY STRICT 


Middies, Big and Little, Must Be Good 
or Leave the Naval 
Academy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ANNAPOLIS,, Md., Aug. 2.—A _ recent 
order to the corps of midshipmen will 
teach them more than ever that they are 
under most stringent military regulations. 

The order says in effect that as the pres- 
ent fourth class has been in .he academy 
long enough fo learn military discipline, all 
demerits for violations of rules and neglect 
of duty will count. If any midshipman has 
more than 300, the number allowed #e 
plebe class, he will be required to resign. 
Heretofore demerits have been given only 
to warn midshipmen what to avoid. 

Midshipmen caught smoking are first 
given from 15 to 25 demerits. If caught the 
second time they will be sent to the prison 
ship Bantee, isolated from their fellows, 
and compelled to walk several extra miles 
a day. 

There are three conduct grades at the 
academy: a midshipman is on the 
first, it means that in the last month he 
has not received more than 25 demerits, 
and he is allowed al) liberty which is 
given. The other two grades are for 
midshipmen who have obtained over 
this number of demerits. They must stay 
in ‘the academy while the others are al- 
lowed liberty. Since the new fourth 
class has been in the academy there has 
always na “Bantee squad,” never 
smaller than two men. 

The new class is the largest that has 
ever been at the academy—317—and is 
almost as large as the upper classes 
combined. It is a good representative 
body of American youth, from the ages 
of 15 to 20, from every state in the 
Union. 

Several candidates who had recently 
passed their entrance examinations 
came to the academy to see some 
friends who had already been .dmitted. 
They were surprised to see two or three 
midshipmen just over five feet tall. Cne 
candidate said to one of-the little men, 
“You pught to be tied to your mother's 
apron tg «mal The smallest middy 
Po out his jack-knife, attached to 
is blouse by a short cord, and said: 
“Here are the apron strings.” 

The largest midshipman in the class 18 
Horace ‘Dyer of nivesotai,, nearly six 
feet five. e ls now cadet com er of 
the plebe battalion. He is closely pressed 
by the cadet adjutant, Pritchard, who is 
over six feet four.

On ‘the next morn- 
ing the correspondent again visited the 
home of the ambassador. where, in front of 
a mild grate fire, which is rarely out of 
place in the evening in this dreamy city of 
the far south, he was given all of the in- 
ducements that democracy and American 
hospitality could offer to state his case. 
His case was this: 

The Mexican government had refused 
to extradite Kratz on two grounds; first. 
because the crime of bribery not 
mentionad in the extradition treaty pe. 
tween the two countries; second, because 
the fundamental law of’ the United States 
prevented the treaty-making power from 
giving such a pledge of future reciprocity 
in like cases as would warrant President 
in surrendering the fugitive an 
act of comity. 


Ambassador Said 
the Case Was Closed. 


The correspondent urged that all the ar- 
guments had not been exhausted and that 
the case might be reopened on a proper 
representation. Gen. Clayton at the out- 
set stated that he believed that ah the 
possible arguments had been fully pre- 
sented and that the case was res adjudi- 
cata, as the lawyer says, or in other 
word. settled beyond appeal. 
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The correspondent asked first whether 
it was possible for him, as a private citi- | 
zen, to secure a hearing before President 
Diaz, or Secretary Marjscal, upon the 
proposition to reopen the case. Gen. Clay- 
ton called attention to the law which spe- 
cifically provides that no application for 
extradition could be heard excepting 
through the offices of the nation in whose 
behalf it is made. The correspondent then 
addressed the following argument to the 
ambassador in the hope of convincing him 
that there was still a chance of securing 
governmental favors on the proposition of 
extraditing the fugitive. The government 
of Mexico said: 

“We will surrender the fugitive if the 
crime with which he is charged is 
named in the treaty of extradition, or, 

“We will surrender the fugitive even 
theugh the crime with which he is 
charged ts not mamed te the treaty of 
extradition, provided the gov:rnment of 
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POWELL CLAYTON, 
U. S. Minister to Mexico. 
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tive from Mexico charged with a Iike 
crime.” 

The first of these two propositions failed 
becuuse bribery was not named in the 
treaty. 

The second proposition failed because the 
government the United States had not 
the power. although it had the willingness 
to bind the individual states to pledge the 
surrender of any fugitive in any excopt 
treaty form. Since these negotiations 
fatled. however. an amended treaty includ- 
ing bribery had been signed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. This made a 
new case.. With the _ ratification of the 
Senate. which was then reasonably certain, 
this action of the United States would 
amount to the following response to the 
second paragraph of the Mexican govern- 
ment'’s refusal. 

“We not at this time’ give the 
pledge which you demanded, but we took 
invmediata steps to meet your requirements 
in a constitutional way, and we now stand 
pledged to do exactly what you name as a 
condition. The interests of Mexico have not 
suffered by the delay. Why, then, should 
not the fugitive be surrendered under your 
second clause with which we have complied 
to the letter? In other words, suppose that 
instead of being without a treaty maming 
bribedy, we had heen able to rely upon a 
treaty in_which bribery was one of the 
crimes. iinquestionably, President Diaz 
would have surrendered the fugitive to us. 
We did not have such a treaty then, but 
we have provided it now. The man is sill] 
here and nothing has happened to increase 
his rights. Why should he not go back to 
America and stand his trial? The only dif- 
ference between then and now is that the 
obstacle confronting reciprocal terms 
which existed then does not exist now, and 
the way is clear. 

“Paramount among the admirable traits 
which have earned for President Diaz a 
place among the great executives of thia 
generation, are honesty of purpose and*free- 
dom from dissinvnulation. If he meant last 
spring that Mr. Kratz should, as a matter 
right, go back and stand trial at the 
hands of his friends and neighbors, who 
had never done him any other inifustice 
than to elect him to a high office of trust 
and temptation, he means it now. If a le- 
gal or technical obstacle prevented 
him from ordering the surrender then, the 
removal of that obstacle will surely not 
prompt him to withhold that order now. 

“The conditions which argued in favor of 
this great act of comity %n the part of 
President Digz last spring are infinitely 
rrore cogent at the prevent time. So far 
as was known then, the fugitive’s gviit or 
guilty knowledge had to do with a partica- 
lar or single crime—grea: in its propor- 
tions, it is true but limited in ite ramifica- 
tion. Since then the disclosure< reavuiting 
from the investigation »y faithful jaw off. 
cers in St. Louls have been such as to ap- 
pall the nation. The uncovering of that 
one crime hadkled to the revelation that 
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could

sumed gigantic proportions. But the cause 
of law and order was greatly handicapped 
by the escape of this ringleader.

“St. Louis had on its hands the gigantic 
task of providing for the greatest World's 
Fair in history. This necessitated street

| which this body of men held great power. 
‘It seemed incredible that President 18 Z, 
'with his inexorable view of public duty, 
' would allow any mere technicality to stand 
‘in the way of returning the fugitive to the 
‘people who had the right to challenge him 
as to his stewardship.”’ 

So much for the equity side of the case. 
On the law side, what rights has Mr. Kraiz 
in the premises? None whatsoever that 
should be considered. He turned his back 
on his home country and refused to abide 
by the laws under which he had made his 
distinction and his fortune. He should 
profit. or suffer by the conditions as he 
found them in a new country and should 
not be heard to protest against any rules 
attendant, upon the adjustment of these 
conditions made in the interest of another 
government. 

The purpose of an extradition treaty Is 
to provide for the surrender of fugitives 
and not for their protection. It adds noth- 
ing to the rights of the exile. Its aim is to 
strengthen the executive arm of the courts 
by enabling court officers to bring in de- 
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of a crime. It simply gives an increased 
efficiency to the machinery by which per- 
sons charged with crime may be brought 
befofe the court In whicoa they are to meet 
their responsibility. In the case of which 
the argument is a part, it would simply 
to the sheriff: “Hitherto in following 
a man whose presence your court wishes, 
you were compelled stop at the Rio 
Grande. On full consideration we tTave 
determined to permit you to continue the 
chase to the southern boundaries of Mex- 
ico.”’

A government, regardless of treaty, may 
at any time in its discretion remove all 
retroaction and permit the removal from 
its domains of fugitives who were previous- 
ly protected, excepting. of course, where 
the constitution specifies a class of charges 
for which no surrender is to be made. 


Law Not Made to 
Aid the Refugee. 


the law that has been abrogated was not 
for the protection, but was in the interest 
of the government only, regardless of how 
it affected the refugee. In other words it 
never vested, nor intended to vest the fugi- 
tive with rights. It simply said to the oftt- 
cers of alien courts, “You shall not invade 
this domain indiscriminately to make 
rests in disregard of the dignity of 
government; but you may arrest on 
special permission.” 

Later for sufficient reasons it may say: 
“We withdraw previous retroaction and 
you may make arrests as you see fit, pro- 
vided you do not violate any guarantee of 
our constitution.” 

In neither case are the rights or inter- 
ests of the fugitive allowed to weigh. In 
both cases the interests of the government 
are the whole consideration. 

The fugitive must take his chances. He 
may, if any wrong is being perpetrated

“It would seem reasonable that when the 
amended treaty is provided, it would be 
entirely reasonable for our government to 
ask the surrender of Kratz under that 
treaty.

Might Ba Reopened. 
| Gen. Clayton’ discussed the case carefully 
jand in all of its phases at three separate 
' consultations and that with the 
| amended treaty properly ratified by the 
| Senate, the case might be reopened and a 
favorable decision secured from the Mexi- 
ean goverument. 

His idea was that after the treaty 
amended and ratified, the President of the 
United States would be in a_ position to 
give the guarantee of reciprocal action 
which the Mexican statutes require as a 
preliminary to the surrendédring of a fugi- 
tive. 

He became very much interested in the 
case and pledged his most earnest assist- 
ance from the very moment that the treaty 
should be aniended and new instructions 
sent him from Washington. He called upon 
Secretary Mariscal and subdmitted a hypo- 
thetical case covering the redraught of the 
application that had previously been de- 
nied and the meeting of the objections by 
President Roosevelt's guarantee. 

It so happened, however, that on the very 
day that this hypvuthetical wus sub- 
mitted, Mexico received by ielegram an al- 
nouncement of the decision of the court at 
the Hague on the famous “Pius case,” in 
which the United States won a victory in a 
long contested matter affecting many mil- 
lions of dullars claimed by the Catholics of 
Southern California against the govern- 
ment of Mexico. 

Senor Mariscal was filled with undisguised 
indignation and it Was a very unfortunate 
fay o:: which to address him on any mat- 
ter caliing for an absolutely umbiased opin- 
ion. Even as it was, he heard Gen Clay- 
ton faffly and courteously and in the end 
refused to commit himself, as to what 
would be his recommendation to the Presi- 
dent In the hypothetical case presented. He 
contented himself with saying that he 
would wait until the treaty was completed 
and the matter presented in a formal and 
legal shape before venturing a decision. 

As Congress was not to meet unti] De- 
cember, nothing more could be done in the 
udministration’s sphere and the Post-Dis- 
patch called upon Senor Casasus, who is a 
lawyer of international fame, and ig tn 
liigh standing with the government. The 
case was discussed freely and Senor 
Casasus expressed the most confident be- 
Hef that the United States would have no 
difficulty im securing the much-wanted 
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man if it corrected the one legal defect 
in the way. Incidentally he said that if 
Mr. Kratz had bought property tn Guadala- 
jara (which he had) without specifically 
reserving his American citizenship in the 
deed of transfer, then Mr. Kratz was 
already a Mexican citizen and no law in 
Misvouri directed against aliens who wefe 
criminals or fugitives from justice was 
clearly applicable against him. On _ this 
point Senor Casasus submitted a written 
opinion which the Post-Dispatch printed 
Monday.

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A CONSPICUOUS FAILURE OF REFORM. 

The order for reform on the street car lines conspicuously 
failed of enforcement Saturday and Sunday. On the contrary 
there was a record of riotous disorder. 

Within 30 hours nine accidents were caused by street cars. 
Vehicles were run down and their occupants thrown out; 
persons were knocked down or thrown off the cars and one 
car was derailed. All of these accidents cannot be charged to 
the street railway men; some were caused by the carelessness 
of the persons injured. But the number of them within a 
brief time indicates gross carelessness and disregard of ordi- 
nary precautions. 

The deaths by street car accidents since the first of this 
year now number 58, an appalling record of fatalities. The 
price of rapid transit in human life and limb is too high. It is 
unnecegsary. The sacrifice is criminal, 

If street railways obeyed the laws and provided the best 
safety appliances thee would be a great lessening of acci- 
dents. The laws must be enforced. 
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Believing, or pretending to believe, that he had been 
wronged by a street car conductor, William Blastenbrel took 
the law into his own hands and fired a few shots into the 
car, hitting one passenger and throwing the crowd into a 
panic. William has probably been reading the wisdom of po- 
lice judges concerning the inadequacy of law and the virtue 
of lawlessness as a remedy for lawlessness.

Weather Generally Unfavorable for 
Wheat—Receipts Continue 
Small.

The covering of shorts in wheat with- 
dréw a large amount of speculative support 
from the market that was keenly felt to- 
day, ag the buying otherwise not sufficient 
to maintain the advance, or even the high- 
er price that had been made. Especially is 
the narrowness of speculation felt now 
that a good deal of bearish sentiment pre- 
vuils based upon the belief that the spring 
wheat movement will offset the bullish con- 
dilions in winter wiieat ami that not 
enough actual buying for fore.en account 
to confirm the cabled reports of bad weath- 
er damuge abroad. ‘Ihe decline brought 
wbout by the above conditions was not as 
large as the advance of Monday, but the 
close was heavy at about the bottom. Lat- 
est by cable indicated a Dad scare in 
i“rance over weather and crop conditions, 
and that Hioglish trade not at vil easy in 
mind.” Nor was the weather ii é-ie North- 
west al] right, though the yovernment 
made no alarmist report on the harvesting 
situation. As long as this badly unsettled 
weather in America aad burope hold on 
the short seller's pogition is a dangerous 
one. Corn is showing decided heaviness, 
the generally favoratie weather creating a 
belier in much lower prices that lends to a 
good deal of bearish speculation, The gov- 
errmment doesn't speak well of the crap in 
n good many sections and the 
mands are strong on declines, with the 
farmers not selling much. Oats are qulet, 
but firm for cash. 


WHEAT—Weather

HOW TO WRITE A MELODRAMA. 


BY VERA DE NOIE. 

Actress, and Authoress of ‘“‘The Harvest 
of 6in,” “Devtl's Island,” “The 
Tory’s Daughter,’’ Etc., Etc. 

Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

I write melodramas. That is my busi- 
ness and I find it pays. 

I think I can tell others the secret of 
writing these very successf:lly and J shall 
try to do so in this brief but completely 
informatory article. 

The melodrania is the staple article 6f 
the theatrical bill of fare. The melodrama 
induces thrills. and audiences love to be 
thrilled. They prefer to be thrilled by up- 
lifting and ennobling sentiments, however, 
rather than by evil influences. Writers of 
melodramas should bear these facts well 
in mind. 

Lovers of melodramas like fire scenes, 
bad men. tears and children. You can 
serve them in any proportion you like, 
with any reasomable plot, but if you have 
a fire scene you must have a thrilling res- 
cue of the heroine. 

If you have a bad man—and you simply 
must have a bad man—then he must be 
punished in the last act. No matter how 
much an autfence likes a villain—and it 
often means te show its approval when 
it showers hisses upon him—the sense of 
poetic justice, which possibly never finds 
tangible expression, demands that the vil- 
lain shall meet with his just deserts in 
the last act. 

In my latest melodrama, “The Harvest 
of Sin,’ I elaborate this theme. Lovers 
of melodrama like to be made to cry. ‘To 
shed tears is a delicious relief for suffer- 
ing womankind. 

Children on the stage in a melodrama al- 
ternately elicit tears and laughter. Mix 
these in the right proportions in writing 
your melodrama. 

Remember that you are writing to touch 
the hearts of thousands of women, who 
contribute almost entirely to the success 
of a theatrical entertainment. I would 
rather please the women and children who 
see my plays than the men or the dra- 
matic critics. 

It is the women who have made the 
theater the popular institution. it now is. 

Women who like melodramas love to wit- 
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ness a beautiful character subjected to 
abuse. In ““‘The Two Orphans” the trou- 
bles of the young sisters touched the hearts 
of old and young alike. 

When I played in “When London 
Bleeps’’ I found that the character of 
Queenie appealed especially to women, who 
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waited for me at the stage door in droves. 
In “‘When London Sleeps’’ I was the 
poor, persecuted, golden-haired heroine, 
and in some mysterious way I appealed 
with especial force to the sentimental. side 
of the women in the audience. 
Yet, the following season, when I ap- 
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, peared as the wicked Countess in ‘Devil's 
| lsland,’’ the women in the audience never 
/noticed me as I came out of the stage door. 
'Phey were interested in the actress who 
| played the part of the heroine, the sweet- 
| heart of the hero.

Man and Woman Secretly Taken 
From Jail to Avoid Gathering 


Mob’s Vengeance. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—To prevent a possi- 
ble lynching a negro man and woman 
were taken from a crowd surrounding the 
jail at Batavia, Ill, late last night and 
locked up in the county prison at Ge- 
neva. 

The prisoners had been arrested after 
a series of violent encounters between 
residents of the village and participants 
in the picnic of negroes of the Quinn and 
Bethel chapels. 

About negroes, men, women and chil- 
dren, made up the picnic at Mill Creek, 
two miles south of Batavia. The negroes 
took possession of the lawn of Mrs. George 
Burton's place and when she ordered them 
to go away she was repeatedly struck by 
two of the negro women. 

City Marshal Kelley arrested the two 
women, but was at once attacked by a 
crowd of 200 negroes, who succeeded in 
releasing the prisoners, leaving Kelley un- 


conecious on the ground. 
Later in the day Sheriff Robert Burke 


of Geneva, with a posse of 45 citizens, ar- 
rested three of the negroes—Willlam Al- 
len, Harry Bell and Fanny Shelby—taking 
them from a train at Batavia, after a des- 
perate battle in the railway coach and 
on the depot platform. 

Both Beil and the Shelby woman were 
locked up in the town jail until the gath- 
ering of a large crowd of citizens caused 
the city officials to order them to be spir- 
ited away to Geneva. Allen later was re- 
leased.

ered the proper thing. Now, however, the 
heroine must not be married until the last 
act. 
The children can be used for purposes of 
comedy, or else they can be made the vic- 
tims of the villain in a scene calculated 
to stir the maternal emotions. But they 
must not be the heroine's children. 
Melodrama patrons object strongly to 
long speeches. They will not listen to con- 
tinued dialogue. And they demand action 
all the time. 


You must not try to explain a scene to 
them. You must actually show them what 
you are talking about. 


You cannot describe the rescue of the 
heroine by the brave fireman, the hero. 
You must show the rescue or the stage. 
They will not believe anything they can- 
not see with their own éyes. 

Clyde Fitch may make his millions writ- 
ing society comedies, but for me the pop- 
ular-priced theaters are quite satisfacry, 
thank you. It is more profitable as e rule 
to write for the masses, rather than for 
the classes.
